Explanation  of  Vote 

Supervisor  Kopp  requested  that  the  record  reflect  his  reason 
for  voting  "no"  on  Supervisor  Dolson's  motion  to  table  Supervisor 
Britt's  ordinance  proposing  the  establishment  of  commercial  rent 
control  in  San  Francisco.   His  explanation  follows: 

"I  voted  against  tabling  this  matter  because  I  think  it  is 
inappropriate  to  take  such  action  with  respect  to  significant 
legislation  which  offers  drastic  revisions  in  existing  City 
policy . 

"Had  there  been  no  motion  to  table,  those  of  us  who  feel  just 
the  opposite  of  the  proponents  of  this  seemingly  benign  but 
profoundly  insidious  legislation  would  have  had  an 
opportunity  to  give  expression  to  our  views.   I  would 
particularly  have  liked  to  have  pointed  out  that  the  very 
reason  so  many  sincere  and  hardworking  people  have  come  to 
believe  this  kind  of  legislation  is  needed  because  of  the 
past  legislative  acts  of  the  very  people  in  this  body  who  now 
bring  this  measure  before  us  to  help  mitigate  the  damage 
their  past  legislation  created.   For  the  very  people  who 
abolished  conditional  use  variances  and  foisted  on  San 
Francisco  'special  use  distr icts 'and  other  types  of 
governmental  regulation  that  indeed  intrude  and  interfere 
with  the  free  enterprise  system  and  which  helped  reduce  the 
available  amount  of  commercial  space  in  the  city  are  now, 
ironically  -  but  with  malice  aforethought  -  professing  to 
•help'  the  people  who  are  beset  by  the  higher  rents  which  are 
the  inevitable  bi-products  of  such  government  interference 
and  overregulation. 

"The  sorrow  of  all  this  is  that  because  of  prior  interference 
with  the  ability  of  people  to  conduct  their  own  affairs, 
those  who  proposed  this  ordinance  before  us  now  claim  to  be 
the  close  and  sympathetic  friends  of  business  people  in  San 
Francisco.   But  business  people  now  suffer  because  of  those 
very  policies  that  have  created  the  imbalance  that  arises 
anytime  you  start  telling  people  what  they  can  do  and  what 
they  can't  do  with  their  private  property  -  private  property 
which,  in  the  main,  they  achieved  by  the  sweat  of  their  own 
brow. 

"So  I  am  sorry  that  Supervisor  Dolson  made  the  motion  to 
table  and  that  this  major  policy  matter  could  not  be  debated 
fully  and  that  instead  we  heard  only  a  one-sided  presentation 
so  superficial  and  so  deceptive  that  one  would  think  there 
was  an  overwhelming  rationale  for  the  imposition  of  another 
government  regulation.   I'd  like,  indeed,  to  see  this  measure 
on  the  ballot,  and  I  would  urge  that  its  supporters  gather 
the  signatures  needed  to  place  it  on  the  ballot,  so  that  we 
can  observe,  once  and  for  all,  what  the  people  of  San 
Francisco  feel  about  this  unwarranted  proposal." 

Statement  of  Supervisor  Walker 

Supervisor  Walker  requested  that  the  record  reflect  her 
statement  on  Commercial  Rent  Control,  which  follows: 
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"Today,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  vote  on  legislation 
placing  controls  on  commercial  rents.   I  have  little  nope 
that  it  has  a  sufficient  number  of  votes  to  become  law.   Like 
so  much  law,  it  is  imperfect;  however,  it  is  an  appropriate 
response  to  what  is  an  increasingly  serious  problem  in  our 
City  -  escalating  commercial  rents  are  forcing  small, 
particularly  neighborhood-serving  businesses  out  of 
business.   Many,  perhaps  most,  cannot  increase  their  prices 
to  cover  tne  increased  rents  because  their  customers  are  so 
economically  pinchea  that  they  cannot  afford  to  pay  higher 
prices. 

"I  commit  to  the  small  business  people  from  all  around  the 
City  who  came  to  the  Board  for  help  with  their  problem  that  I 
will  continue  to  seek  a  solution  and  I  urge  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  Council  of  District  Merchants,  Heal 
Estate  Board,  and  any  other  interested  parties  to  ^oin  me  in 
this  effort.   In  this  spirit,  I  will  ask  the  City  Attorney  to 
draft  appropriate  legislation  that  will  require  arbitration 
in  settling  disputes  between  commercial  tenants  and  landlords 
through  existing  mechanisms  which  will  not  increase 
bureaucratic  red-tape  or  government  costs. 

"Neighborhood-serving  small  businesses  -  the  corner  grocery 
stores,  shoe  repair  shops,  bakeries,  florists,  dry  cleaners  - 
are  the  life-blood  of  San  Francisco  neighborhoods. 
Neighborhood  businesses  are  what  keeps  San  Francisco  so 
vital.   When  these  businesses  leave  a  neighborhood,  they  are 
not  replaced  by  similar  ones.   Oftentimes,  they  are  replaced 
by  businesses  that  yield  higher  rents  -  financial 
institutions  are  one  example.   This  loss  of 
neighborhood-serving  businesses  creates  a  significant  void. 
As  business  establishments  are  forced  out,  the  remaining  ones 
are  also  hurt  because  neighborhood  customers,  in  increasing 
numbers,  go  to  'one  stop'  convenience  operations,  such  as 
Safeway. 

"Most  importantly,  small  merchants  provide  not  only  goods, 
but  services.   Their  decline  is  making  our  neighborhoods  less 
desirable  places  to  live  -  especially  for  people  without 
cars,  elderly  people,  single-parent  heads  of  households,  and 
others. 

"My  neighborhood,  Bernal  Heights,  is  being  adversely  affected 
by  the  loss  of  small,  neighborhood-serving  businesses.   We 
are  an  isolated  community  because  of  the  hilly  terrain;  and 
we  are  not  a  rich  community.   Bernal  people  need  the  nearby 
stores  and  shops  that  charge  affordable  prices. 

"The  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Real  Estate  Board  have  led 
the  fight  against  controls  on  commercial  rents.   They  say 
such  controls  interfere  with  the  'market'  and  private 
enterprise.   They  say  the  'market'  will  take  care  of  the 
problem  it  government  will  stop  interfering.   Well,  while  we 
wait  for  the  'market'  to  work,  or  for  some  nebulous 
'voluntary'  program  to  be  set  up,  San  Francisco  is  losing  its 
small,  neighborhood-serving  businesses.   I  believe  that 
something  must  be  done  and  it  must  be  done  now. 

"If  we  cannot  legislate  controls  on  commercial  rents  to  help 
the  small  business  person  now,  then  I  challenge  the  Chamber 
and  the  Real  Estate  Board  to  come  up  with  a  voluntary 
program.   Perhaps,  if  they  struggle  with  this  for  a  while, 
they  will  begin  to  see  that  we  have  a  significant  problem 
now.   Help  is  needed  now."

Statement  by  Supervisor  Richard  D.  Hongisto  Relative  to 
Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  for  Miscellaneous  Employees 

Foreword 

The  Salary  Standardization  recommendations  for  miscellaneous 
employees  for  fiscal  year  1982-83  have  been  prepared  under  the 
procedures  mandated  by  Charter  Section  8.407.   The  Civil  Service 
Commission  has  certified  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  the  prevailing 
basic  pay  rates  for  miscellaneous  employee  classifications, 
utilizing  the  formulae  and  procedures  required  by  those  Charter 
provisions. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  is  mandated  by  the  Charter  to  fix  basic 
rates  of  pay  as  close  as  reasonably  possible  to  the  prevailing  rates 
certified  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  and  shall  not  set  the 
maximum  rate  for  any  class  in  excess  of  the  maximum  prevailing  rate 
for  that  class.   Also,  no  employee  shall  have  his  basic  pay  rate 
reduced  by  the  process.   The  proposed  Salary  Standardization 
Ordinance  which  is  before  the  Board  conforms  to  those  requirements. 

All  data  regularly  submitted  has  been  evaluated  with  extreme 
care,  has  been  referred  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  for  review 
and  analysis,  and  has  been  returned  to  the  Board  with  such  revisions 
and  certifications  as  the  Commission  deemed  warranted. 

All  interested  parties  were  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard 
fully  and  publicly.  Civil  Service  Commission  certifications  and 
determinations  as  originally  submitted  and  as  revised,  have  been 
reviewed  comprehensively  and  intensively  by  the  Committee  during 
long  hours  of  careful  consideration. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  salary  increases  in  the  proposed 
ordinance  certified  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  is  $40,640,243. 
The  estimated  cost  of  the  working  conditions  and  benefits 
recommended  by  that  Commission  together  with  those  proposed  as  a 
result  of  meet-and-conf er  sessions  with  employee  organizations  will 
be  $109,951  for  an  approximate  total  of  $40,750,194.   The  portion  to 
be  borne  by  the  general  fund  is  estimated  at  $29,339,975.   The 
foregoing  estimated  costs  have  been  provided  by  the  Controller. 

Documentation 

Each  member  of  the  Board  has  received  a  copy  of: 

(1)   The  Civil  Service  Commission's  report  of  the  Salary  and 
Wage  Survey  dated  January  4,  1982,  and  the  proposed  schedules  of 
compensation  as  certified  by  the  Commission  for  classifications 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  Charter  Sections  8.400,  8.401,  and 
8.407,  together  with  the  Commission's  letter  of  transmittal  dated 
January  22,  1982. 
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(2)   The  Commission's  letter  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  dated 
March  12,  1982,  transmitting  the  Commission's  certification  of 
updated  salary  information  for  classifications  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  Charter  Sections  8.400,  8.401  and  8.407,  was  received 
by  the  Committee  prior  to  its  last  meeting,  and  is  contained  in  the 
Board  file. 

The  foregoing  constitute  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
certifications  and  recommendations.   Also  received  by  each  Board 
member  was  a  copy  of  the  proposed  Administrative  Provisions, 
together  with  proposed  amendments  to  those  Provisions. 

Administrative  Provisions-Working  Condition  Benefits 

The  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee  studied  carefully  the 
Civil  Service  Commission's  determinations  and  certifications  as  to 
Administrative  Provisions,  as  well  as  others  which  were  submitted  by 
department  heads  or  by  employees.   It  gave  close  attention  to  both 
verbal  and  written  representations  by  interested  individuals  and 
organization  representatives,  and  referred  those  provisions  to  the 
Employee  Relations  Division  for  the  meet-and-conf er  process. 

Pursuant  to  Charter  Section  8.407  and  opinions  of  the  City 
Attorney,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  through  its  designated 
representative  is  required  to  meet  and  confer  with  employees  and 
employee  organizations  on  matters  within  the  Board's  jurisdiction. 
The  issues  within  the  Board's  jurisdiction  have  been  basically 
defined  as  only  those  Administrative  Provisions  of  the  Salary 
Standardization  Ordinance,  including  hazard  pay  when  certified  by 
the  Civil  Service  Commission,  as  prevailing  for  the  employees  in  the 
areas  surveyed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

The  full  Board,  in  February  1982,  agreed  to  authorize  the 
Employee  Relations  Division  to  meet  with  recognized  employee 
organizations  within  the  parameters  set  by  this  Board.   The  matters 
discussed  below  and  presented  to  the  full  Board  today  are  the  result 
of  utilizing  this  procedure. 

In  the  past  three  months  the  Employee  Relations  Division  met  and 
conferred  with  eighteen  recognized  employee  organizations.   By  the 
mandated  Charter  deadline  of  March  15,  agreements  had  been  attained 
with  fourteen  organizations. 

Pursuant  to  Charter  Section  9.108  the  last  demands  of  the 
employee  organizations  with  which  the  Board  did  not  reach  agreement 
may  be  placed  by  the  employee  organizations  on  the  ballot  at  the 
next  general  election  for  voter  approval  or  rejection.   To  date  no 
organization  has  made  such  a  request. 

The  issues  agreed  to  between  the  Board  of  Supervisors  through 
the  Employee  Relations  Division  and  the  various  employee 
organizations  fall  into  two  categories:   (1)  those  agreed  upon 
issues  which  should  be  included  in  the  Administrative  Provisions  of 
the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance;  and  (2)  those  agreed  upon 
items  which  need  only  be  included  in  a  memorandum  of  understanding 
to  be  effective  and  enforceable. 

The  Employee  Relations  Division  was  instructed  to  make  every 
possible  effort  to  keep  new  money  expenditures  at  an  absolute 
minimum  during  negotiations.   Agreements  were  achieved  primarily  on 
the  basis  of  an  understanding  to  continue  previously  negotiated  and 
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existing  provisions,  with  some  adjustment  for  inflation.   In  certain 
instances,  a  cost  benefit  which  is  presently  in  existence  and  being 
paid  to  employees  was  extended  to  employees  working  under  similar 
conditions. 

Revisions  to  the  Administrative  Provisions  of  the  Salary 
Standardization  Ordinance  and  amendments  to  contract  language  which 
involved  no  cost  were  also  agreed  upon.   Additionally,  the  Employee 
Relations  Division  met  and  conferred  on  proposals  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and  by 
appointing  officers.   The  final  proposed  revisions  to  working 
conditions  and  the  agreed-upon  changes  were  particularized  and 
presented  to  the  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee  on  March  18, 
1982  and  have  been  distributed  to  the  members  of  the  Board  and  other 
interested  parties. 

As  in  the  past  the  Employee  Relations  Division  will  make  all 
concerned  parties  aware  of  the  agreements  and  working  condition 
changes  and  do  all  that  is  possible  to  insure  that  the  agreed  upon 
issues  are  implemented. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Board  approve  and  adopt  the 
Administrative  Provisions  as  submitted  today. 

Schedule  of  Compensations 

The  schedule  of  compensations  which  is  now  before  this  Board  has 
been  certified  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  as  conforming  to  the 
provisions  of  Charter  Section  8.407  relative  to  prevailing  rates,  and 
reflecting  the  data  developed  from  the  Commission's  initial  salary 
survey  for  1982-83,  approved  January  22,  1982,  and  from  an  updating 
of  that  survey  submitted  by  the  Commission  on  March  12,  1982. 

It  is  not  feasible  to  set  forth  herein  the  details  of  those 
schedules.   I  shall,  however,  outline  significant  aspects  of  the 
schedules  which  the  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee  believe 
should  be  noted  by  Board  members  and  the  public. 

Salary  increases  submitted  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  would 
affect  approximately  18,538  employees,  and  are  estimated  to  cost 
approximately  $40,750,194  with  the  cost  to  the  City  and  County 
general  fund  being  estimated  at  $29,339,975.   This  figure  includes 
basic  salaries,  internal  adjustments,  and  costs  for  the  City's 
contribution  to  retirement  and  social  security  funds.   It  does  not 
relate  to  costs  for  employees  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
.District  or  the  Community  College  District.   The  weighted  average 
Isalary  increase  is  10.1%. 

'onclusion 

I    The  recommendations  submitted  today  constitute  the  Civil  Service 
'!ommission  certifications,  determinations,  and  recommendations,  take 
into  account  the  Commission's  wage  survey  data,  the  data  submitted 
)y  employee  and  taxpayer  representatives,  and  reflect  a  number  of 
.engthy  and  complex  meet-and-conf er  sessions  with  many  employee 
)rganizations.   The  recommendations  of  the  Legislative  and  Personnel 
Committee  also  take  into  account  the  current  serious  fiscal  and 
)udgetary  problems  which  confront  the  City  and  County. 
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It  should  be  noted  and  stressed  that  Charter  Section  8.407 
provides  that  the  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  determine  the 
generally  prevailing  rates  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  fix 
pay  rates  as  close  as  reasonably  possible  to  prevailing  rates 
determined  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

The  counsel  of  all  Board  members  was  freely  and  fully  exchanged 
in  the  course  of  the  Salary  Standardization  process  and  related 
closed  sessions  with  the  Employee  Relations  Directors.   In  light  of 
all  the  information  which  could  be  drawn  reasonably  from  the 
information  submitted,  I  and  my  Committee  colleagues  Nancy  Walker 
and  Harry  Britt  hereby  recommend  that  the  ordinance,  as  amended,  be 
enacted  by  the  Board. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  the  many  hours  of  extremely  diligent  work 
performed  by  the  Employee  Relations  Division  Directors  Milton  Mares 
and  James  Lazarus,  as  well  as  the  invaluable  assistance  rendered  by 
Controller  John  C.  Farrell;  General  Manager  -  Personnel  John  J.

Your  letter  dated  May  5,  1982,  and  postmarked  May  6,  1982,  was 
received  May  7,  1982.  Though  the  letter  does  not  specifically 
request  a  response,  I  consider  a  reply  appropriate. 

In  the  first  place,  and  this  should  be  particularly  clear  to 
members  of  the  Board  in  light  of  last  week's  publicity,  the 
investigation  which  was  undertaken  by  this  office  in  cooperation 
with  nine  county  District  Attorney's  offices,  was  structured  in 
such  a  way  and  sufficiently  circumscribed  so  as  to  ensure  that 
no  public  announcements  would  be  made  that  an  investigation  was 
underway  or  that  a  particular  problem  with  the  electoral  process 
existed  until  we  had  first  identified  that  there  was  a  problem 
that  required  action  and,  secondly  that  a  public  announcement  of 
a  sort  be  agreed  upon  between  the  District  Attorneys  and  this 
office  should  be  made.

Furthermore,  and  in  my  judgment,  it  was  only  the  hysteria 
whipped-up  by  certain  special  interest  groups  aided  and  abetted 
by  public  officials  with  no  understanding  of  the  limited 
objective  of  the  inquiry,  that  distorted  the  true  picture  and 
portrayed  this  inquiry  as  a  "sinister  plot"  to  weed  out  illegal 
aliens,  which  it  never  was. 

Had  anyone  taken  the  time  and  trouble  to  call  me  to  find  out  the 
true  nature  and  scope  of  the  inquiry  before  expressing  "outraged 
indignation,"  they  could  have  contributed  significantly  to  a  full 
and  fair  understanding  of  the  fact  that  the  investigation  was 
limited  to  identifying  non-citizens  registered  to  vote  who  would 
be  perceived  by  law  enforcement,  at  most,  as  victim/witnesses  and 
as  potential  criminal  subjects.   In  doing  otherwise  and  seizing 
on  the  opportunity  to  get  media  attention  for  themselves,  their 
misstatements  may  very  well  have  dissuaded  eligible  persons  from 
registering  to  vote.   Charged  as  I  am  with  the  responsibility 
for  ensuring  the  integrity  of  Federal  elections  conducted  in  the 
Northern  District  of  California,  I,  prehaps  more  than  most,  am 
chagrined  at  this  prospect,  but  I  have  neither  the  authority  nor 
disposition  to  curtail  public  comment  no  matter  how  inappropriate 
or  erroneous  it  may  be. 

The  Board's  criticism  that  the  investigation  was  ill-timed  belies 
a  fundamental  ignorance  of  the  consequence  of  failing  to  take 
reasonably  prudent  steps  to  deal  with  a  serious  problem,  if  in 
fact  a  serious  problem  is  determined  to  exist,  before  the 
situation  is  exacerbated.   I  suspect  that  had  this  investigation 
commenced  after  the  June  8  primary  and  had  it  led  law  enforcement 
authorities  to  conclude  that  the  June  8  primary  was  tainted  by 
ineligible  persons  casting  ballots,  challenges  to  the  legality 
of  the  election  result  might  very  well  have  been  made  throwing 
the  Constitutional  process  of  election  into  turmoil.   An 
extensive  and  all-inclusive  investigation  would  have  been 
necessary  with  the  results  anaylzed  against  the  backdrop  of  the 
effect  on  the  election  outcome  and  the  further  possibility  of  new 
elections  at  considerable  expense  to  candidates  and  counties 
alike  occurring.   And  probes  are  not  new,  especially  in  San 
Francisco,  where  local  prosecutors  have  undertaken  such  investi- 
gations in  advance  of  elections  and  in  one  instance  on  the  eve  of 
the  November  1975  election  at  the  instigation  of  the  author  of 
the  present  resolution.

Finally,  the  resolution  suggests  that  it  would  have  been  more 
appropriate  for  us  to  have  conducted  a  Federal  investigation 
with  no  interaction,  assistance  or  input  from  county  offices. 
The  criticism  is  misplaced.   The  Board  members,  and  especially 
those  who  are  attorneys,  should  be  aware  that  the  District 
Attorney  have  at  least  as  great  a  responsibility  for  ensuring  the 
integrity  of  an  election  (and  a  primary  responsibility  with 
respect  to  state  and  local  issues  and  offices)  as  the  U.S. 
Attorney  has.   It  is  incongruous  to  suggest  that  our  respective 
offices  should  operate  at  cross-purposes  or  in  ignorance  of  the 
other's  actions  with  respect  to  elections  that  involve  both  state 
and  local  issues  and  offices  on  the  one  hand  and  Federal  offices 
on  the  other.   Moreover,  any  of  the  nine  District  Attorney's 
offices  whose  cooperation  was  solicited  had  the  opportunity  well 
in  advance  of  the  date  of  the  Board's  resolution,  to  criticize 
the  investigation  or  the  procedures  outlined,  or  suggest 
alternatives  and  none  objected.  -i

I  appreciate  that  the  Board  has  seen  fit  in  the  post  to  express 
its  views  on  matters,  even  to  the  extent  of  applauding  or 
condemning  foreign  policy  decisions.   And  while  I  recognize  the 
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right  of  any  citizen,  including  members  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  to  speak  out  on  matters  of  general  interest  even  if 
beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board,  suggesting  to  the  Federal 
government  what  investigation  should  be  undertaken  and  how 
investigation  should  be  conducted  is,  in  my  judgment,  as 
inappropriate  as  would  be  their  direction  to  a  District  Attorney 
to  prosecute  or  not  prosecute,  to  investigate  or  not  investigate 
matters  within  his  jurisdiction  as  mandated  by  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  California. 

I  trust  that  the  foregoing  will  adequately  explain  my  position 
with  respect  to  this  and  any  other  investigation  that  may  be 
undertaken  by  this  office.   I  trust  that  you  will  disseminate  my 
comments  to  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  you  see  fit. 
I  request  that  this  letter  be  spread  on  the  Minutes  at  the 
appropriate  meeting  of  the  Board  so  as  to  show  that  the  concerns 
expressed  by  its  resolution  have  addressed  and  responded  to.

As  we  discussed  in  our  telephone  conversation,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  holding 
hearings  on  changes  in  the  manner  in  which  citizens  register  to 
vote.   The  specific  change  being  considered  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  include  the  following: 

Requiring  citizens  to  appear  in  person  at  the  Registrar 
of  Voter's  Office  to  register  to  vote;  and 

Requiring  citizens  to  show  personal  identification  and 
proof  of  citizenship  to  register  to  vote. 

A  position  statement  from  either  the  U.S.  Attorney  or  the  Justice 
Department  with  regard  to  these  proposed  changes  would  be  most 
helpful.   It  the  changes  are  opposed,  and  explanation  of  the 
basis  of  the  opposition  (i.e.,  relevant  code  sections  or  court 
decisions)  would  be  appreciated.

That  San  Francisco,  of  all  places,  should  not  sit  idly  by  while  the 
problem  goes  unaddressed;  and  urging  the  Mayor,  Police  Commission, 
Chief  of  Police  and  Civil  Service  Commission  to  prepare  whatever 
supplemental  is  necessary  to  fund  and  institute  a  gay  component  to 
the  affirmative  action/minority  recruitment  program.
